Suitable  literature  has  been  distributed  to  as  many  young  mothers  as  it 
has  been  possible  to  contact  through  the  school  children;  a  talk  has  been  given 
to  the  county  midwives,  and  the  General  Practitioners  have  been  notified  that  a 
maternity  and  child  welfare  dental  service  operates  in  the  county.  Its  success 
so  far  as  the  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  is  concerned  depends  chiefly  upon 
the  doctors  sending  the  patients  along  to  the  dental  clinic  after  their  ante¬ 
natal  examination. 

Pre-school  children  often  accompany  their  mothers  to  the  clinic  when  the 
school  children  come  for  treatment  and  the  opportunity  is  then  taken  to  introduce 
the  ’’Under  5”  to  the  dental  surgery  and  if  required  an  appointment  is  made  for 
subsequent  treatment.  25%  only  of  the  pre-school  children  seen  last  year  were 
dentally  fit  -  a  discouraging  revelation.

The  Health  Visitor  Paid  146  visits  of  enquiry  to  the  homes  of  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  arranged  for  examination  of  contacts  by  the  Chest 
Physician j  and  reported  on  homo  conditions.  She  also  attends  the  chest  clinics 
at  Melton  liowbray  and  Stamford  Hospitals  for  case  consultations  with  the  Chest 
Physicians  on  matters  affecting  the  patients*  families.  Cases  considered  to  be 
inadequately  housed  are  referred  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority  with  a  recommendation  for  re-housing  where  possible.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Although  no  Health  Education  Officer  is  employed  no  opportunity  is  lost  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  preventing 
illness  where  possible.  The  County  Council  subscribe  to  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  whose  posters  are  displayed  in  the  County  Offices  and 
Welfare  Centres  and  their  leaflets  distributed  at  School  Medical  Inspections 
and  Infant  Welfare  Centres, 


The  County  Dental  Officer  has  given  talks  on  the  care  of  the  teeth, 
supported  by  films,  in  schools  $  and  is  very  active  in  stressing  the  necessity 
for  caring  for  the  teeth. 


Co-operation  with  Hospitals  and  General  Practitioners 

Tho  Health  Visitors  follow  up  all  cases  discharged  from  Hospital  if  asked 
to  visit  -  mainly  from  Maternity  Units. 

There  are  no  arrangements  for  Health  Visitors  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
General  Practitioners.  The  home  nurse/mid wives  however  work  harmoniously 
with  the  doctors  in  their  districts.

In  September  the  method  of  assessment  for  reduced  charges  was  changed, 
and  the  Scales  of  Allowances  and  the  treatment  of  capital  resources  brought 
into  line  with  the  national  Assistance  (Determination  of  Need)  Regulations.

Welfare  Foods  as  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  continued  to  be 
distributed  at  Centres  throughout  the  County.  From  the  1st  June  it  became 
possible  to  buy  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Vitamin  Tablets  and  Orange  Juice  without 
coupons  and  for  cash.  This  resulted  in  an  appreciable  drop  in  the  uptake 
at  first,  but  sales  improved  towards  the  end  of  the  year.

An  annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Northamptonshire  and  Rutland 
Mission  to  the  Deaf,  who  give  valuable  help  -  on  an  agency  basis  -  in 
promoting  the  welfare  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  the  County,  (The  Chaplain 
Secretary  is  the  Rev,  Kenneth  Earle,  B.A. ,  St.  frkrk's  Institute  for  Deaf, 
Northampton) . 

Lip  reading  and  club  activities  are  available  at  Kettering, 
Rothwell  and  Rushden,  with  over-night  accommodation  if  desired. 

Three  men  from  Rutland,  all  in  full-time  employment,  are  on  the 
books  of  the  Society,  One  of  these  men,  nearing  retirement  age,  was  given 
a  week’s  free  holiday  at  a  seaside  resort.
